“LONDON, Sept. 24 (Reuter).—The Inter-Allicd Conférence unanimously 
affirmed as a common aim that supplies of food and materials. will be made available 
for the post-war needs of the countries liberated from Nazi oppression. 


M. Paul Spank, the Belgian Prime Minister, afterwards proposed the following resolution: 
“The Governments of Belgium, Czecho-Slovakia, Greece, Luxemburg, the U.S.S.R. and Yugo- 
Slavia and representatives of General de Gaulle, leader of the Free French, having taken note 
of the declaration recently drawn up by tho President of the U.S.A. and.the Prime Minister of 
Britain, Mr Winsfon Churchill, on behalf of His Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom, 
now make known their adherence to the common principles of policy sct forth in the declaration 
and their intention to co-operate tothe best of their ability in giving effect to them.” : 


' Mr Anthony Eden, the British 
Foreign Seeretary, explained 
that the preamble to the resolu- 
tion made no mention of His 
Majesty's ‘Government or the 
Governments of Canada, Aus- 
tralia, the Dominions and South 
Africa. because these’ govern- 
ments were already associated 


with the declaration. 

Mr Eden said that the resolution 
expressed the general aims for which 
they were fighting.
